earth. Nor has there been any exhibition 
of forces in these earthquakes that cannot 
be explained on the theory of the rupture 
of a relatively very small area of the earth's 
surface. 


In the great earthquake of Krakatoa a 


few years since, there was an unusual ex- 
hibition of explosive forces accompanying 
the disruption of the surface, when vol-' 
canic agencies blew up half of a high 
rocky isJet and left a great depression be- 
low the surface of the water. There has 
been no such other exhibition in modern 
times, for the material of the islet and the 
submarine material was projected into 
the higher atmosphere in very minute 
particles, and gave rise to the extraordi- 
nary exhibition of the beautiful red skies 
visible near sunset. This matter was car- 
ried around the whole earth in the hielier 
atmosphere. 


The mechanical theory of heat will read- 


ily explain how a great disruption of the 
earth's surface may produce all tbe phe- 
nomena of volcanic action when the condi- 
tions of the material and the extent of the 
rupture are invariable. 
Imagine what 


must have been the intensity of heat de- 
veloped when faults of one mile deep were 
formed, and the terrible friction of two 
surfaces of such great extent were in- 
volved. We can only approach the imb- 
ject by the mathematics of the theory of 
heat, and certainly not by any experience 


Along this coast the lines of rupture of 


the weak parts of the earth's crust are 
shown in the depression of the plateau of 
the Pacific ocean bed and the parallelism 
of at least four lines of coast mountains 
and the great backbone of the Sierra Ne- 
vada and Cascade range. And these lines 
and the closely adjacent country must be 
the seat of seismic changes, as the earth 
gradually loses its heat. We have the 
evidence clearly before us that along the 
line of rupture of these ranges there have 
been many overflows of lava forming the 
basaltic layers visible in the Sierra Nevada 
in certain localities, and especially in the 
many overflows along the northern part of 
the Cascade range.

Snnd Dunes In Gascony. 


One of the most interesting and remark- 


able of the many regions for the observa- 
tion of sand dunes lies between Bordeaux 
»nd Bayomie, in Gascony.

PROTEST OF KEV. W. C. HENDRICKSON. 


JtIS ttEFOBAL TO SUBMIT TO TUB ACTION OF TH* 


STNOD OF PENNSYLVANIA. 
KBAgON» FOE 


NOT SUBMITTING TO HK-OBD1NAT10S BT THB 
I'BEflBYTEBY. 


The following paper was read by Kev. W. 


C. Hondrickson, at the recent meeting of the 
Presbytery of Philadelphia North. 
Mr. 


Hendrickson makes a full statement of his 
ministerial status, his loyalty to the church 
and past labors under his former ordination, 
as a reason for not submitting to the action 
of Synod and request of Presbytery. 


BKiaiOL, PA., June 7, 1892. 


To 
TUB PBKSBVTEBY or 
ParLADKLPHiA 


NOUTH—MIKISTRBS AND ELDERS ;—Iii regard 
to the recent action to ordain me to the full 
work of the gospel ministry, if the way be 
clear, in accordance with an action of Synod 
in October last, I am prepared to say, while 
I have always maintained an attitude of loy- 
alty to the church, desirous of conforming 
to all the laws and usages of the Presbyterian 
church, and while I cherish a very high re- 
gard for all decisions rendered by her judi- 
catories, I cannot in justice to myself and my 
conviction of right without doing violence lo 
my own conscience, submit to what 1 believe 
an unreasonable dcmaad. 


For twenty-eight years 1 have been an or- 


dained minister of the gospel, and for twenty 
years exercised all the functions of my office. 
Iteordinatiou would necessarily involve a 
complication of difficulties and be a tacit ad- 
mission on my part, that the exercise of the 
functions during all these years was without 
proper ecclesistical authority,which is not so 
Keordinatiou would annul and render void 
all the acts performed by me during the pe- 
riod of my ministry. 


The General Assembly, the highest court 


of the Preebyterian church, has by two de- 
liverances declared that ID the admission of 
deacons and elders applying for admission 
into the Presbyterian church reordinntion is 
not contemplated. The action of this Pres- 
bytery in April, 1880, was in accord with 
such deliverance, which action sanctioned 
my status as a minister and my pastoral re- 
lation. 
In August, 1890, on account of im- 


paired health and by the advice of my 
physician, I resigned the pastorate of the 
Jctfersonville church. The recent action of 
the Presbytery at Abington, May I0th, to 
ordain me, grew out of a previous action at 
Doylcslown, April 19th, 1892, rescinding a 
former action of Presbytery, sanctioning the 
appeal to the General Assembly. 


This left the caso in the bands of the Pres- 


bytery, many of whom knew but little of the 
history of the case from its beginning, while 
a number who were familiar with it had been 
dismissed to other Presbyteries. I was anx- 
ious thut the appeal taken at Synod should 
go up to the highest court. It would have 
decided a substantial question which would 
Lave been a liual adjustment of the matter 
in regard to my ordination. 


But from some cause a pressure was 


brought to bear that returned the case to 
Presbytery, and now having reached its pres- 
ent crisis and the Presbytery prepared to 
carry out the instructions of Synod, it is 
proper that I should assign my reasons for 
refusing tha request of Presbytery and action 
of Synod. 


1st. The action of Synod ignored my for- 


mer ordination of the Methodist church in 
1864 and set aside the action of the Reform- 
ed church in receiving me on my ordination 
parchment and certificate of standing in 1872 
and the action of the Presbytery in accept- 
ing a certificate of dismissal in 1887 which 
was according to the form of government of 
the Presbyterian church. 


2d. The action of Synod was not in ac- 


cordance with the deliverences of the Genei - 
al Assembly which declared that ordained 
deacons and elders required no further ordi- 
nation to be admitted into the Presbyterian 
church. 


3d. Ordination would infer that there was 


no former ordination, as the Presbyterian 
church has but one ordination. I am there- 
fore not ordained at all or fully ordained to 
the gospel ministry. 
Therefore ordination 


would be a tacit admission on my part that 
all my past ministerial acts were invalid, and 
I exercised the functions of a minister for 28 
years, when I was simply a layman. 
This is 


not so and I cannot consent to such an infer- 
ence or make such admission. 


An ordained local minister in the Metho- 


dist church is not a layman, but in one sense. 
This does not change his -statue as aTmiais- 
ter. 


A question arose in one of the conferences 


in regard to lay representation—shall the or- 
dained local deacons or elders represent the 
ministry or laity in the higher judicatories of 
the church ? 


The decision rendered by the Bishop was : 


Inasmuch as local deacons aud elders were 
not members of the annual conference, they 
could not represent the conference, but could 
represent the laity, being members of indi- 
vidual churohes. 


Aud upon this misleading statement alone 


the report of Synod assumeu that I am a 
layman, without reference to the ministerial 
order. 
Some take the position that I am a 


layman because I was not connected with 
the annual conference. 


The fathers of the Reformed church knew 


what they were doing when they received 
and installed me into the full work of the 
gospel ministry, and after fourteen years 
certified me to the Presbyterian church in 
full and regulr.r standing. 
I was examined 


by this Presbytery, received upon that dis- 
missal and duly installed pastor of Jeffer- 
sonville church ; therefore, I do not sue the 
way clear to be reordained..to the gospel 
ministry by this Presbytery, as this Presby- 
tery placed UB reti«w«d uanoLion upon my 
pastoral relations after years of service. If 
I was about to enter the priesthood of a 
church requiring rcordination it would not 
affect any former ordination so far as my 
ministerial acts under such ordination was 
concerned, but with churches united on the 
question of ordination and ministerial status, 
it seems to be a very strange procedure. 


The Methodist church has two ordinations 


and one consecration, 
the Presbyterian 


church but one ordination. 
Would the 


Presbytery refuse the admission of an elder 
of the Methodist church on the ground that 
he holds aa 
inferior 
position, for all 


Presbyters are Bishops. There is no in- 
equality in the ministry of the Keformed or 
Presbyterian churches. This is one of the 
peculiarities of the system of the Presby- 
terian church. 


Before my resignation as pastor of the 


Jeffersonville church (which was solely on 
the ground of ill health and by advice of my 
physician), .lay church stood by me and the 
Presbytery, stood by the church and its pas- 
tor ; the matters were settled and tbe pastor 
vindicated; but now after 18 months, du- 
ring which lime I have been under medical 
treatment, the attack is resumed with a de- 
termined purpose to ordain me or drive me 
out of the Presbyterian church'. 


The request that I should be ordained is a 


case unheard of in all the history of the 
church ; that a man licensed to preach the 
gospel, ordained to the work of the gospel 
ministry, with a history covering nearly dO 
years of ministerial life engaged in a work 
comprising dedications, ordinations, bap- 
tisms, marriages and the reception of hun- 
dreds into the church, fruits of his ministry 
—that he should be requested to appear be- 
fore the bar of his Presbytery for ministeiiul 
orders. 


With all due respect to the action of Synod 


instructing this Presbytery to ordain me, as 
I believe it was the honest conviction of a 
majority of that honorable body from mis- 
leading statements made that I should, in 
order to conform with the form of the church 
government of the Presbyterian church, be 
ordained—with due respect to this Presby- 
tery, although there have been many things 
incomprehensible which time may develop, 
or eternity reveal, I decline to be ordaimd 
by this Presbytery.

It was 
used by Charlemagne and by all the after 
emperors of France, who were kings of the 
Lombards. Napoleon put it on his head 
when he was in Milan in 1800, saying, "God 
hath given it to rne." 


This celebrated relic istiow in Naples 


among the state jewels. It was captured 
and taken by the Austrians to Vienna in 
1859, but was returned to Italy in 1806. 
Believers iu the sacred hoop of iron inside 
the crown point to the tact that there is 
not a speck of rust upon it, although near- 
ly 3^000 years old.—Philadelphia Press.

There are four of these machines now in 


position, and they are sufficient to print a 
paper the size of The Post in about five 
hours. Two of these machines are known 
as "telegraph machines," and the other 
two are called "copyphone" machines. 


It will be noticed that the captions are 


not set in the same type as the body of the 
article, as by means of an ingenious con- 
trivance in the new invention the setting 
of headlines has been amply provided for.

cause they are fitted to set the telegraphic 
Sews which appears in The Post. The 
telegraph wire which brings the press dis- 
patches ends in an electric switchboard. 
This switchboard is connected with the 
machine by means of eighty wires, one for 
each of the characters ou the keyboard. 
As the dots and dashes are sent over the 
wire they are received by a small machine 
resembling a graphophone, called a tele- 
graphone, which controls the small wires 
connected with the keyboard. 


I 
This telegraphone is constructed much 


on the order of a music box cylinder. As 
it revolves the dots and dashes are raised 
Upon its surface—a continuous roll of tin- 
foil—by means of an ingenious pneumatic 
apparatus. When these raised portions of 
the surface are brought against the proper 
key it completes the circuit, and a matrix 
Is dropped into position. The typesetting 
machine is very similar to the Mergan- 
thaler as regards the setting of lines and 
the distribution of the matrices after the 
line is cast. When the line of type is ready 
for the paper it is dropped into one of the 
slots of an endless chain, and is carried to 
what is known as the "maker up." 


Under the old order of things from one 


to four men were required to do this work. 
The "Renraw" does away with them all. 
, Near the turn in the chain is a piece of 
mechanism consisting of eight arms fash- 
ioned something like a windmill. These 
arms are provided with an attachment at 
the end, which takes the line from the 
chain and places it in its proper position in 
the column. When the operator reaches 
the end of an article he makes a peculiar 
signal (. . — . .), and the machine places a 
brass rule on the chain instead of a type 
line. 


The end of a column being reached, the 


truck which holds the page being made up 
is automatically shifted and presents a 
new column. The "trucks" are of iron, 
with a heavy sheet of copper on the top of 
them, and work upon a slide by means of 
an electric current. 


The page being full of type and ready to 


be stereotyped, the circuit is automatically 
completed and the truck is slid forward, 
while an empty one replaces it by the same 
movement. 


The full truck is carried to the "locking 


up[' apparatus, where a pressure is applied 
to it in order to make each of the lines rest 
upon the copper. At the same time the 
clamps at the sides and bottom of it are 
tightened in order to keep the lines in an 
upright position. Again it moves forward, 
this time to a matrix making machine. 
Here a sheet of dry prepared paper is 
placed upon the "form" and a heavy pres- 
sure is brought to bear upon it. The face 
of the type is impressed in the paper, and 
the matrix is complete. 


As the truck passes on, an arm takes the 


matrix from the form and conveys it to 
the "casting box." 


The truck is then carried to the "dump- 


ing machine," which takes the type lines, 
rules, etc., from it and conveys them to a 
table, where they are assorted. This is 
done by means of slots. The dash rules 
being thinner than the linos drop out first 
and are returned to their places in tlie 
original machine, while the metal lines 
drop upou a broad web belt and are carried 
back to the melting boxes. 


The truck is cleaned by means of a series 


of brushes, under which it passes as it goes 
back to be again filled, the rules separating 
the columns being placed in position by the 
making-up apparatus. 


After the matrix has been taken from 


the form of type it passes through a trim- 
ming machine, and is then placed in posi- 
tion in the "casting box." This is raised 
and recei ves the molten metal necessary 
by means of a chute Irom the melting pot. 


The completed plate is then removed by 


means of an arm, which conveys it to an- 
other end less belt. This belt leads to the 
pressroom, and when the pllate reaches the 
press another arm takes it and places it in 
position on the cylinder of the press, where 
it is secured by means of automatic clamps. 


When all the pages have been thus 


placed in position an electric circuit is 
completed and the press starts, the paper 
being a continuous roll and the working 
of it much like that of the old Cross press 
which The Post operated in 1892. 


The "copyphone" machines are operated 


like the telegraph machines, with the ex- 
ception of the manner of preparing the 
matter to be set on them. 


Tnatoaa ^t -ni«nS uui, ws copy the editor 


or the reporter speaks into a "copyphone," 
which is also the invention of Mr. Renraw. 
This "copyphone" has a keyboard upon it 
so contrived that the necessary punctua- 
tions, points and capital letters may be 
properly produced upon the cylinder. 


The article being finished, it is removed 


from the copyphone by the editor and 
placed in a pneumatic tube. This tube 
conducts it to a switchboard arranged 
on the same principle as that of the tele- 
graph machine. 


The matter then takes the same course 


ns the telegraphic news. 


The press is provided with a mailing ap- 


paratus which wraps the papers and 
stamps the proper addresses upon them, 
ready for mailing. They are then dropped 
into a chute which conveys them to a pneu- 
matic tube connected with the postofflce. 


At the postoffice they are received into 


mail sacks so constructed that they close 
When full and are automatically conveyed 
to the scales, where they are delivered to 
the mail authorities. 


It will thus be seen that the Houston 


Daily Post of this, the 80th day of May, of 
this year of our Lord 1990, is printed with 
th» aid of three men in the mechanical de- 
pa -tment. One of them attends to the 
typesetting machines and sees that they 
art kept in order, another is stationed in 
the stereotyping department to attend to 
that part of the machinery and the third 
man corrects the mailing list, overlooks 
the press and delivers papers to the car- 
riers and newsboys.—Houston Post. May 
80,1990.
